McCord, testifying under oath as 
the televised hearings went into a 
second day, said he spurned the 
clemency offers despite what he 
believed was an implied threat of 
unspecified 
retaliation 
for 
his 
refusal to go along with “ the game 
plan.” 
In 
flat, 
unemotional 
tones, 
McCord also said he had been told 
by two co-conspirators that the plot 
to bug Democratic headquarters at 
the Watergate had been conceived 
and approved early last year by 
then Attorney 
General John N. 
Mitchell; White House Counsel John 
W. Dean; and Jeb Stuart Magruder, 
then 
acting 
Nixon 
cam paign 
manager. 
He said he “ would not have 
participated’’ if he had not been told 
the plan had such high-powered 
backing. 
Late in the morning, the White 
House again asserted that President 
Nixon had no knowledge of the 
Watergate break-in, and at no time 
authorized anyone to offer executive 
clemency to those convicted. 
Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
departed from usual practice of not 
commenting on testimony before 
the Senate hearing to reiterate: 
The President did not participate 
or have any knowledge of the 
activities of the cover-up, and the 
President at no time authorized 
anyone 
to 
o ffe r 
e x e c u tiv e 
clemency.” 
Much 
of 
the 
ground 
McCord 
covered in his first two hours before 
the committee already was public 
knowledge —leaked to the press 
from secret testimony earlier, or 
contained in a sworn deposition 
made public last week. 
But his detailed disclosures about 
heavy pressure to plead guilty in 
exchange for executive clemency 
—an act only the President can 
bestow —broke like a bombshell in 
the ornate marble hearing room

He said the pressure came from 
John Caulfield, who had been an 
aide to Dean at the White House, 
and that it was brought to bear at 
three separate, secret meetings be­ 
ginning Jan. 8, the day McCord’s 
trial started.

American’s alcohol use showed today. 
The youngest age group surveyed, those between 21 and 
24, experienced the greatest prevalence of all drinking 
problems, reported Don Cahalan, a behavorial scientist 
with the University of California School of Public Health. 
‘ Apparently there is a rapid decline in drinking problems 
after the age of 25,” he said. “ Nevertheless, the longer 
term serious problems appear to be initiated by drinking 
habits begun in one’s early 20s, rather than by later 
patterns acquired after the age of 40.” 
“ Thus the pattern of high levels of youthful heavy drink­ 
ing runs counter to the stereotype of the alcoholic as a Skid- 
Row type in his mid-forties or fifties.”

The university is headed 
by a president, currently 
Charles J. Hitch who, in 
addition to his salary of 
$53,000, receives non-taxed 
“ fringe benefits” in excess 
of $100,000. This includes a 
million dollar home and ten 
acre estate in an exclusive 
neighborhood replete with 
“ servants,” 
gardeners, a 
limousine and chauffeur. 
To assist Hitch in his

You may have missed the recent 
Lou Harris poll showing that the 
threat of girls invading the Little 
League ranks second on the list of 
our 
nation’s 
critical 
problems, 
sandwiched between Watergate and 
the energy crisis. 
You’ll laugh when I tell you, but 
until yesterday I didn’t really know 
why the Little League hates girls. 
To find out, I arranged an interview 
with Mr. Roland “ Rock” Boulder, 
one-time marketing consultant for 
Roto-Rooter and now Chief of Staff 
of the Little League Pentagon in

I led off by asking Rock why girls 
would want to play Little League 
baseball. He was startled

Death penalty 


Last 
November, 
an 
overwhelming 
majority of California voters approved an 
initiative to restore the death penalty in 
the State and the action left it to the 
legislators to do just that. The people had 
spoken. 
But unless some very drastic and 
unusual legislative procedure is initiated, 
the people’s word will not be heard. 
Legislation, Senate Bill 450, that would 
restore capital punishment in this state as 
mandated by the more than five million 
voters, has already passed the Senate. But 
Senator George Deukmejian, author of the 
bill, fears it will never make it out of the 
assembly Criminal Justice Committee 
where it has been assigned by Speaker 
Moretti. 


Speaker 
Moretti, 
in 
recent 
news 
conferences, as much as told the voters 
who approved this initiative, that they 
don’t know what they are doing. He says 
that it is the moral duty of a lawmaker to 
act his conscience at times rather than the

will of the people. He is violently opposed 
to the reinstitution of capital punsihment. 
This newspaper took no stand on the 
death penalty initiative feeling that the 
individual vote should be a matter of 
personal conscience. However, we do 
strongly feel that when the will of the 
people is made known, legislators should 
follow that will. That’s what the system is 
all about. 
If the Assembly committee does not 
pass the bill out this session, it will die. 
However, there is an unusual procedure 
that 
can 
be 
employed 
under 
the 
Assembly’s own rules and it appears that 
it should be employed. The Assembly, on a 
majority vote, can withdraw the measure 
from committee and put it to a floor vote. 
The procedure has not been used often, in 
fact, almost never, but if a committee 
prevents such a measure from getting to 
the floor against the will of a majority, 
perhaps justice, and the people, are better 
served by the intervention of the Assembly 
majority. 


New China 


Peking — This visit is in response 
to an invitation that dates back to 
1955. Out of the blue I received a 
telegram from Peking signed by 
Chou En-lai, then foreign minister, 
informing me that a visa would be 
available in Hong Kong for entry 
into the People’s Republic of China. 
I was preparing to leave at the 
earliest possible moment when the 
firm hand of Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles came down. 
The 
Chinese 
invitation had been 
conditional 
on 
a 
return visit by 22 
Chinese journalists 
matching 22 Ameri­ 
can newspapermen. 
There 
are 
no 
Chinese journalists, 
said Dulles, they 
are all intelligence 
agents. 
To go against his dictate would risk 
the loss of one’s passrort, marked 
“ not valid” for travel in mainland 
China, or prosecution for violating a 
security regulation. Moreover, since 
it 
was 
to 
be 
a 
reciprocal 
arrangement it was off. 
This 
was one of the minor 
roadblocks in the 20 years of 
isolation 
that 
sealed 
off 
the 
mainland, 
with the 
myth that 
Taiwan and Chiang Kai-Sek were 
China. 
But the past is the past and, as the 
leaders of present-day China put it, 
there is no use dwelling on the past. 
They are getting on with the future 
with all the vigor and the enormous 
capacity for work deeply ingrained 
in the Chinese character over the 
centuries. 
The fascination this land has 
exerted on the west from the time of 
Marco Polo is today greater than 
ever. For all the writing done by 
observers during the past two or 
three years, it is still the far side of 
the moon. In almost every respect 
the way of life is a different from 
that in the United States as day from 
night. 
So strong is the fascination that if 
the People’s Republic were to let 
down the barriers the curious would 
come flooding in not only from 
America but from Western Europe 
That 
will 
not 
happen 
in 
the 
foreseeable future, since priorities 
in the rebuilding of modern China 
far outrank the accommodation of a 
horde of tourists. Pride enters here, 
too. The Chinese are determined 
their visitors shall be accorded all 
possible comfort and courtesy. 
The visitor is struck at once by the 
paradox of the old China and the new 
China existing side by side Seen 
from 
the 
air-conditioned 
tram 
between the border of Hong Kong 
and Canton, the landscape unfolds 


like a Chinese scroll painting. This 
is the good earth with the look of the 
romanticized China that was part of 
an idealized image concealing the 
harsh realities of struggle and 
conflict. 
The young green of the rice 
paddies, the low terraced hills, the 
water buffalo as immobile as the 
trees they shelter under, the human 
figures waist deep in water, the 
women with their conical hats and 
the children tending the buffalo — 
these are as familiar as the poetry 
and romance of the American 
missionaries. 
But beneath that familiar surface 
profound 
changes 
have 
been 
worked. The commune, the shared 
task, the shared reward — these are 
the order of the new day. Hunger, 
disease 
and misery are being 
combatted — a long stride has been 
taken in abolishing China’s ancient 
plagues. The very trees are new — 
aresponse to Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung’s dictum to cover China with 
trees. 
They city of Canton, where a 
bustling activity seems to defy the 
damp, oppressive heat, is the new 
China. From 4,000 to 5,000 visitors a 
day have been coming to the Canton 
trade fair from every country in the 
world. 
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They roam through the acres of 
exhibits that range from heavy 
machinery and brilliant silk and 
cotton textiles to the carving in 
ivory, jade and malachite that were 
the glory of ancient China. In small 
anterooms off each exhibit the 
Chinese staff is taking orders from 
representatives 
from 
the 
far 
corners of the earth. For the first 
time American businessmen 
in 
some numbers came to Canton. 
The first impression is of energy, 
drive, 
ancient 
work 
habits 
harnessed to new goals. But there is 
also a sense of people determined to 
enjoy themselves a little after years 
of 
trial 
and 
tribulation. 
The 
handsome Sun Yat-Sen memorial 
hall in Canton with its 5,000 seats is 
sold out for the acrobats from 
Tientsin. Despite the sweltering 
heat, the audience is lavish in 
applause for what is really a two- 
hour Ed Sullivan show with a pretty, 
young Chinese girl announcing each 
act. The audience goes mad over the 
magician who carries off his tricks 
with suave good humor. 
You 
approach 
tms 
tantastic 
country with due humility. What can 
be learned in a short stay is bound to 
be superficial; yet, hopefully, it 
may shed some light on this other 
world.

WASHINGTON- What do over- 
the-road truck drivers do when they 
become 
dissatisfied 
with 
their 
Teamsters 
Union’s 
indifference 
toward unsafe tractor-trailers and 
driving conditions? They hire their 
own full-time lawyer in Washington 
to push the federal government on 
truck safety. 
With our 
encouragement, 
several 
hundred 
truck drivers have 
formed 
the 
Professional 
Drivers 
Council 
(PR O D ) 
whose 
director is Arthur 
L. 
Fox. 
Their 
grievances 
affect 
not just their own 
roadway safety but 
the 
safety 
of 
m illions 
of 
motorists who have 
to negotiate the 
highways 
with 
these 
vehicular 
giants at or near top speed limits. 
Here are some of their 
complaints: 
—Employers demand that drivers 
be on the job for as long as 80 hours 
a week. The grueling pace on these 
long cross country trips produce 
extreme fatigue. Drivers have told 
Senator Harold Hughes (D-Iowa), a 
former truck driver himself, that 
many 
drivers 
regularly 
use 
amphetamines to stay awake since 
their shift can extend to 18 hours or 
more 
and 
may 
begin 
at 
any 
unpredictable hour of the day or 
night

—Truck companies impose such 
unrealistic schedules on the men 
that they are forced to exceed speed 
limits to arrive “ on time.” 
—The unceasing vibrations and 
fumes add to the nausea felt by 
drivers and their long term kidney 
and other ailments. Modern vehicle 
engineering 
could 
prevent 
or 
sharply reduce these pressures on 
health. 
—Complaining 
about 
these 
grievances just gets the drivers in 
trouble with their company and 
irritates their union leaders. Those 
workers who persist in speaking out 
and demanding safe vehicles and 
driving 
conditions 
either 
find 
themselves out of work or are given 
the worst hours and trips. 
PROD has been petitioning the 
Department of Transportation to 
upgrade and enforce its regulations 
regarding vehicle and operating 
safety, 
including 
hours 
of 
employment. Legislation is also 
pending in the Congress to provide 
the Department with authority to 
enforce its own regulations by 
imposing administrative fines on 
the carriers and, if all else fails, to 
suspend or revoke their licenses 
In the meantime, the wealthy 
Teamsters Union in Washington 
yawns. It has no safety and health 
department 
even 
though 
many 
thousands of its members are killed 
or injured on the highway each year 
“ There is not even one single 
individual 
on 
the 
International 
Teamsters payroll whose job it is to 


study 
and 
represent 
member: 
safety and health related interests 
says Arthur Fox. Yet, he adds, th 
Teamsters leaders have “ recentl 
spent well over a million dollars t 
its members hard earned money o 
image promotion including a shin 
red, white and blue tractor-traile 
combination touring the country.”
